Would Cancel Out 
Ballot Victories 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) —Presi­ 
dent Arturo Frondizi moved today 
to outlaw all Peronist activity in 
Argentina again in an effort to 
stave off military 
leaders an­ 
gered by the election gains of the 
ex-dictator’s followers. 
Government sources said Fron­ 
dizi was drafting a decree to nulli­ 
fy all victories of Peronist candi­ 
dates who scored a nationwide 
sweep in gubernatorial and con­ 
gressional elections Sunday. 
Army In Control 
Frondizi 
already 
has decreed 
federal control in five of the 10 
provinces where followers of de­ 
posed dictator Juan D. Peron won 
governorships and 
placed 
army 
commanders in temporary 
con­ 
trol. 
The beleaguered president was 
reported drafting a new decree 
which would not only cancel out 
Peronist election victories but ban 
singing 
of 
Peronist songs, dis­ 
playing of Peronist banners and 
any other demonstrations by fol­ 
lowers of the ex-president. 
Frondizi moved swiftly as a two- 
headed regime emerged in the na­ 
tion threatened with civil chaos. 
The president struggled to keep 
his four-year-old civilian regime 
alive, but across the street from 
his executive mansion in the War 
Ministry, the chiefs of the armed 
services forged a three-man junta 
to coordinate military plans to 
deal with the gravest crisis Ar­ 
gentina has faced since Peron’s 
ouster in 1956. 
Military Reported Split 
The military was reported split 
between one faction apparently 
satisfied with the measures Fron­ 
dizi was taking and another group 
demanding absolute repudiation of 
all Peronist movements immedi­ 
ately, backed up by m ilitary force 
if necessary. 
Frondizi displaced the govehrors 
of five of the provinces in which 
the Peronists won control and put 
the local army commanders in 
charge. He ala> named civilian 
intervenors. 
Early today it was learned that 
the m ilitary commanders were to 
turn over the reins of government 
to the civilian appointees when 
they reached the provincial capi­ 
tals. Some military leaders were 
reported demanding that the mili­ 
tary rem ain in control of the prov­ 
inces. 
The provinces put under federal 
control were Buenos Aires, Tucu- 
man, Rio Negro, Santiago del Es- 
tero and Chaco. 
It was understood that some 
m ilitary garrisons including arm y 
garrison and naval establishments 
had been put on the alert. Mili­ 
tary commanders flew to Buenos 
Aires from all parts of the nation 
to confer. 
Frondizi’s action to appease the 
m ilitary touched off a chorus of 
protests from his own party, its 
allies and many foes. The m am ­ 
moth General Confederation of La­ 
bor repudiated the government's 
action against the Peronist vic­ 
tory and said this had freed the 
union from any restraint at show­ 
ing their disgust with the gov­ 
ernment. 
Informed sources said it was 
ony a m atter of time before inter­ 
vention was decreed for the five 
other provinces where Peronists 
won governorships with the small

GOP Committee to Study 
$120-M Hike for Schools 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — A pro­ 
gram to inciease state aid to edu­ 
cation by $120 million a year goes 
before a conference of Republi­ 
can assemblymen today on the 
first leg of its journey through 
the Legislature. 
The plan involves a major re­ 
vision in formulas under which 
the aid to scliools is disuibuted. 
The program is essentially that 
of the Diifendorf Committee on 
public-school financing. 
Gov. Eockeieller and Republi­ 
can legislative leaders have made 
some minor revisions to provide 
more aid to large cities. Details 
of that and other changes made 
by the leadership have not been 
disclosed. 
The Legislature is expected to 
approve tne program, one of the 
m ajor issues still remaining in 
the 1962 session, scheduled to end 
late 
next week. 
No dates 
for 
formal votes have been set. 
The legislators are not expect­ 
ed to accept, however, the Diefon- 
dorf 
Committee's 
recommenda­ 
tion that school boards be au­ 
thorized to join on a coountywide 
basis and levy sales taxes to help 
support schools.

POAU believes th at 
Church and state should he separated in this 
county and I have never come across anyone who 
disagreed w ith that gen< ral notion, but as is usual 
among free men. the definitions are varied: 
1. Some hold th at any relationship between 
the governm ent and a religious founded and con­ 
ducted school is an negation of the doctrine that 
no religion should become an establishm ent in 
this country, even to giving small children orange 
juice; 
2. O thers hold that the Roman Catholic Church 
has designs on our educational system and plans 
to take it over; 
3. Still others do not object to the Catholics 
running th eir own schools because it 
reduces 
taxes but object to Catholic children ridding in 
municipal school buses; 
4. Some are avowed atheists and desire th a t 
their children should not be corrupted by being 
told about God. 
And there are m any other variations on this 
general theme. None of these folks object to any­ 
one teaching the children about K arl M arx or 
about a sane nuclear policy, or a biologic interpre­ 
tation of sex such as recently appeared in a m aga­ 
zine telling girls how to prepare them selves for 
eventual husbands. N othing is said alxmt num er­ 
ous offenses to good taste; to say nothing about 
public or private morals. But there is a terrifying 
fear that Pope John XXIII will take a plane, fly 
over here, and install himself in Blair House. 
Personally. I cannot get too excited about 
these feais. I do fear Communism, not only abroad 
but here at homo. I fear the deterioration of 
hum an character under the stress of M arxist 
m aterialism overlaid on American pragm atism . I 
fear that the checks on hum an conduct, the m oral 
restraints on human lusts are much more im ­ 
p ortant than quarrelling over which bigotry is 
superior. 
Each man has his own enthusiasm s, his own 
antagonism s and his own expression of views. 
(I am, at this moment, interrupted by a young 
lady, representing a dance studio, who chose to 
coll me on the telephone to offer me free danc­ 
ing lessons, which is an old eome-on to get me 
involved. I bawled at h( r and told her never to 
disturb me again because I am busy at work.

T hat ap­ 
parently is her opinion of her rights and she gets 
l>aid for it.) 
B ut some people hold opinions and express 
them, not because they get paid but because they 
live in fear. POAU apparently lives in fear that 
Pope Pius XXIII will take over the United States, 
just as Brigadier General Hold ridge of the Min­ 
ute Men w rites voluminous letters to all and sun­ 
dry to denounce the evils of Roman Catholicism 
and a little paper published in New Jersey w rites 
about the evils of Jews. A pparently all these peo­ 
ple are so unsure of them selves and w hat they 
believe that they compulsively express hatred for 
those who do not agree with them . 
The pity of it all is th at the most potent po­ 
litical and social evil in the world is Communism 
as propagated out of Soviet Russia and Red China. 
One would expect fhat all the religions of God 
would unite against the common enemy and not 
fight each other. But th a t is not so.

It Is important to understand that 
food rationing, essentially an economic 
measure, also will be a means of restricting 
the movements of individuals. 
History also shows that a repressed peo­ 
ple may not revolt even when food is less 
abundant than the new rationing system 
provides in Cuba. It is not realistic to ex­ 
pect a counter-revolution in the near future 
because of the rationing decree. The fact 
that the United States “economic encircle­ 
ment” is being blamed, in the classic man­ 
ner of dictators, also must be taken into 
consideration. This propaganda will tend to 
let off steam that otherwise would he di­ 
rected against the government. 
Such propaganda can be counteracted in 
two ways. One is to tell the Cubans direct­ 
ly, through the Voice of America, how their 
own government’s policies have put them in 
this unhappy position. The other is to send 
food, through non-governmental agencies, 
if privation becomes widespread in Cuba. 
In one respect the rationing program in 
Cuba will have a good effect, from the U. S. 
point of view. Squirm and propagandize as 
it will, the Castro regime cannot evade the 
judgment that it has failed to meet the peo­ 
ple’s needs. This will not tie lost on other 
Latin Americans. The rationing program 
will rub quite a bit of the glamor from 
Castroism.

Tile pity of It all is th at the most potent po­ 
litical and social evil in the world is Communism 
as propagated out of Soviet Russia and Red China. 
One would expect fhat all the religions of God 
would unite against the common enemy and not 
fight each other. But th a t is not so.

In the secret arm y stronghold 
of Oran, police found the bodies of 
three Moslems and a European 
killed in terrorist attacks, but offi­ 
cials described the night as quiet. 
Power was restored today and 
buses returned to the streets. 
Secret arm y pirate broadcasts 
and fresh posters urged Europe­ 
ans to carry on the fight against 
Algerian independence. Europeans 
draped French flags from their 
windows in Oran, but there were 
no immediate attem pts to demon­ 
strate. 
Most Europeans in Algiers ap­ 
peared disappointed that the se­ 
cret arm y had failed to carry out 
some sort of spectacular action 
coinciding with the cease-fire. 
Some believed that the outlawed 
underground organization, rather 
than force an immediate fight, 
was preparing tough, long-ranged 
resistance designed to wreck the 
French-Algerian accord and keep 
Algeria French. 
Some Are Resigned 
Many other Europeans were be­ 
coming gradually resigned to Al­ 
gerian independence. They argued 
that once the French-Algerian na­ 
tionalist cease-fire is firmly estab­ 
lished, any resistance will be fu­ 
tile and will jeopardize their fu­ 
ture in the territory.

St. Lawrence and Niagara Mo­ 
hawk Power Corp. have been en­ 
gaged for years in a contest be­ 
fore federal and state agencies for 
permission to sell natural gas in 
the northern New York area.

The commission said it had

Born a tabbi’s daughter in I860, 
Miss Szold was as militantly de­ 
voted to American democracy as 
she was intensely Jewish.

Today the huge medical center 
at Kiryat Hadassah — Hadassah 
Town — on Jerusalem ’s outskirts 
carries on the original preventive- 
curative approach by consolidat­ 
ing its healing, teaching and re­ 
search facilities.

The In­ 
dian aLso had the idea that tho 
one who could sing the highest 
was superior. In the song itself, 
Miss Tumor said, there is usual­ 
ly one central drum beat—called 
the "heart beat,” although there 
are auxiliary rhythms also pres­ 
ent.

Architect W orks 
On IBM Plans 
For Fishkill Area 


An architect is drawing plans 
for the new IBM Components 
Parts Division plant which will 
lie located on a 500-acre tract 
near the East Fishkill-Fishkill 
town line, bounded by Route 52 
and Shenandoah Road. 
Dr. John W. Gibson, division 
manager, 
said 
yesterday con­ 
struction on the new plant will 
start this 
fall, and will 
take 
from a year to 18 months. He 
said it is hoped the plant couid 
be in operation early in 1964. 
The plant will employ 1,400 
persons at the outset, with the 
number increasing to 3.500. 
Dr. Gibson stated that the 
division's rapid growth was one 
deciding factor in the decision 
to build the new plant in East 
Fishkill. The Components Parts 
Division has space now at the 
Main IBM plant on South Road, 
Town of Poughkeepsie, and on 
Boardman Road, in that town­ 
ship.
